271. In this match all men re- 
ceived medals. 

The V.P.I. Scholastic was can- 
celled this year because of bad 
weather. But now A.M.A. has even 
a tougher coming up: the Nation- 
als. This is a postal match fired in 
three positions: prone, kneeling and 
standing, the winner shooting as 
much as possible out of 3000. In 
this match 18 military schools 
throughout the country will parti- 
cipate. Greenbrier is expected to 
be our toughest competitor in the 
Second Army Area. 

The winning team receives med- 
als for the ten men firing, plus 
a revolving trophy, kept for one 
year. The team’s name is engrav- 
ed on it; but it has to be returned 
the following year, and given to 
the winning team that year.

States, there is one which the Edi- 
tor feels is of extreme importance 
to every citizen of this country. 
It is the Bill of Rights, because in 
it there are certain specific and 
undeniable rights granted to the 
individual citizen. Among these 
privileges is the right of the free- 
dom of the press, which the Editor 
feels is of extreme importance. 


The Editor will readily admit 
that this ‘freedom of the press” 
has been used very loosely and, 
sometimes, used wrongly entirely 
since the time that it was original- 
ly formulated. Nevertheless, it is 
hardly fair to condemn the whole 
because of a certain bad few. It is} 
logical that this freedom should 
be denied when it reaches the 


cf the Editor why an individual 
or private institution would dare 
to try to revoke this unalienable 
right merely because the publi- 
cation is accomplishing its own 
purpose of self-expression. 

The American people are very 
fortunate to have such privileges. 
The Editor would like to point out, 
however, if the members of our 
democracy allow the revoking of 
these rights, regardless of the cir- 
cumstances, then we will inevit- 
ably witness before our own eyes 
a transformation into a socialistic 
or communistic state. Consequent- 
ly, if the citizen believes in the 
principles upon which his country 
was founded, then it is up to him 
to rise above this tyranny and en- 
force them.
